Ao-.t  of  Vrm.8  is  an  emblem  or  device  "traditionally  inherited1’ , 

-nd  o ni cine  1  ly  'bestowed,  usually  with  other  honors  and  privileges ,  by 
royalty,  in  recognition  of  meritorious,  deeds .  For^  centuries  the  Coat 
cf  irms  has  been  a  distinctive  mark  of  families  o,j  noble  blood . 

Cc-ts  of  irms  were  often  used  for  purposes  of  identification  and 
qcogniticnon  the  fUU  of  battle  as  veil  as  in  oiviHifo.  To  mosi 
cric-ns  of  today  a  Coat  of  Arms  is  i maerstoou  to  jo  a  family  ^-isc 
,n  "emblem  of  family  pride.  "  This  is  especially  true  %j  there  to 
Ho  genuine  claim  to  a  family  Arms.

.if  the  members  of  the  Bates  family  recorded  in  this  collie- 
tion  were  members  cither  of  the  peerage  and  baronetage  or  of  the  landed 
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gentry  of  great  Britain.  Bor  all  Americana  of  the  name  their  history 
holds  a  peculiar  charm,  since  there  is  about  them  something  of  the 
glamour  of  antiquity  and  the  romantic  appeal  of  the  country  which , 
not  so  many  generations  ago ,  our  ancestors  called  home. 


In  " Burke's  General  Armory ,"  including  the  edition  of  1931, 
titled  Bates  families  are  mentioned  under  headings  and  in  the  order  as 
follows:

Several  cf  the  Bates  families  resided  at  Lydd,  co.  Kent,  England, 
The  historic  church  at  Lydd  is  called  the  "Cathedral  of  the  Karsh," 
and  is  over  600  years  old.  Lhny  records  of  the  Bates  family  are  pre¬ 
served  to  this  day  in  the  Town  Records  of  Lydd .  Mmy  of  these  records 
have  been  reproduced  by  the  British  Government.  Following  are  a  few 
of  the  many  extracts  from  notices  found  in  these  old  records: 


" John  Bate,  witness  to  a  grant,  1411 .  William  Bate,  Jurat e,  and 
other  trustworthy  persons,  1429.  Paid  William  Bate,  butcher  for  a 
Bui  la  eke  for  the  Shippe — 18  shillings .  Expenses  of  the  Jurats  in  the 
house  of  Thomas  Bate,  4  pence,  1431.  The  Jurats  lent  out  of  the  common 
purse  to  William  Bate  of  Lyde ,  L9 ,  on  a  fortnights  warning ,  and  he 
gave  security.  John  Bate  paid  Romey  for  his  pasture  in  the  salt  marsh , 
20  shillings. ,"  etc.,  etc . 


The  following  members  of  the  Bates . family  emigrated  from  England 
and  settled  in  Boston,  Miss.,  between  1630  and  1640;  George  ( called 
a  Thacker ;  made  freeman,  1636,)  Will iam  (m.  in  Chari estbuh;  came 
ever  in  the  " Freelove "  from  London,  ’  To  35",  when  seventeen  years  old.) 
James  ( came  from  London  in  the  Elisabeth ,  1635,  with  his  wife  Alice 
and'  children  Lydia,  Maria,  Margaret,  James,  and  settled  in  Dorchester. ) 
Clement,  came  from  London  in  the  Planter ,  1635,  age  40,  with  wife  Ann 
and  children,  James,  Clement ,  Rachel ,  Joseph,  Ben.  ,  and  settled  in 
Bingham.  Edward ,  settled  at  Weymouth,  Mass.
